The most interesting of the series of 
objections was as to possible speculation 
in the stock of the Union Pacifie in July 
and August last, and particularly on the 
day the announcement of the dividend 
was held up. Mr. Harriman testified 
that he knew of no speculation, and ex- 
iplaineg that the directors of the road al- 
ready held too much stock. 

The witness created laughter when he 
declared that he had bought T’nion Pa- 
cific at 25 in 1898 in anticipation of the 
dividend in 1906. The objection was re- 
newed throughout the day whenever Mr. 
Kellogg referred to the transactions of 
the witness in the railroads that are 
under inguiry, and so all examinations 
along that line was blocked. No steps 
have yet been taken for testing the ques- 
tion in the courts, but Chairman Kmapn 
has shown great care in laying the foun- 
dation in the record every time the prop- 
osition has recurred.

That 
committee was to meet as usual the 
next morning. Harriman, however, had 
to attend a funeral, and it was after 
8 o'clock when the committee finally got 
together.

In a letter to Chairman John A. 
Betjeman, of the executive committee 


ef the Georgia Immigration Associa- ! 


t‘on, published in The Constitution to- 
day, John A. Burton, of Milledgeville, 
discusses the problem of tenant 
houses for such foreign immigrants 
as may come to Georgia and otter 
states of the south for the purpose of 
going on the farm. 

Mr. Burton savs, in his section of 
the state, at least, there is scarcely 
a tenant farm house fit to live in, and 
the danger would be that immigrants 
o? the intelligent sort, ascertaining 
that fact, would stay only long enough 
tu find somewhere else to go, at the 
sume time notifying their friends to 
stay away.

In any event, immigrants who will 
find their way to the farms are not 
coming immediately in such numbers 
as will make of this matter a sericus 
problem. Undoubtedly, there may be 
found in the south today comfortabie 
and adequate farm houses for several 
thousand families of immigrants, and 
as the movement must necessarily be 
slow for the first year or two, there 
will be time to make ample prepara- 
tion as they continue to come. 

We have no fear of being found in 
any state of unpreparedness. Our im- 
migration bureaus will make it their 
duty to collect detailed information as 
to where immigrants can _ best be 
taken cawe of, and those sections 
which are ready for them as they 
come will be the first to get them. 
If there is no way in which they can 
properly be taken care of around 
Milledgeville, that section may have 
t> wait until {t has made such prep- 
aration. But the tide of immigration, 
once started, we have no fear that 
that historic old section of Georgia 
will fali quickly into line and call 
loudly for its share. 

Altogether, the problem presented 
by Mr. Burton is not one to cause 
any great alarm. It Is one of those 
things that will speedily adjust itself 
as the movement progresses.

From the information that comes to 
me, I am satisfied that our immigration 
officials would have an easy time today | 
compared to what will confornt them in| 
foreign countries six montns from now. 
and the quicker we get busy the better. 
The matter is in the hands of the immi- 
gration association, so far as the funds 
are concerned, and as soon as they in- 
dicate to me what they want done in the 
matter of state representatives, I will 
make provision for them.’
